or 28 per cent, from the sinking fund, 
and the balance from miscellaneous 
sources, including foreign repayments. 

“The decrease in the general fund 
balance means that the treasury has 
been able to reduce its cash in bank by 
over $1,000,000,000. This shows econ- 
omy in the operation of the treasury, 
since so long as we are borrowing 
money we ought not te carry any more 
cash than we need.

LET’S MIND OUR OWN 
_ BUSINESS. : 

The Paris Temps, which is often the mouthpiece 
of the French government, grows bitter in its com- 
ment on the report from Washington that Presi- 
dent Coolidge is about to call a disarmament Con- 
ference. Following the successful outcome of the 
security negotiations at Locarno, it was said that 
the President would like to bring about a measure 
of disarmament on land, as President Harding had 
brought about a naval holiday. Senator Fess and 
others urge it. The proposal Kas irritated Euro- 
peans generally, and the United States is asked 
to mind its own business. Fair enough. “ 

The size of European armies is none of our busi- 
ness. Each nation decides the question for itself 
in the light of the dangers to which it is exposed 
and the ends it wishes to achieve. 

France has 100,000 or more men fighting in the 
Riff. England is threatened with trouble over 
Mesul. So long as the Turks are fully aware that: 
the British have a sizeable force ready to pounce 
on the disputed territory and hold it the Turks 
are likely to exercise self-dontfrol. England's army 
is thus acting as a deterrent of war rather than 
as an frritant. The west of Europe cannot disarm 
until eastern Europe is willing, and so long as 
Russia keeps up her colossal military establish- 
ment, Poland, Roumania, Czecho-Slovakia, and the 
rest will do likewise. Our country, which has re 
fused to recognize Russia, is surely in no position 
to invite her to a disarmament conference. 

Our army is already much smaller than that 
of any great European power, excepting only Ger- 
many. It is not as if we had a force of a million 
‘men under arms and were threatening to invade 
Canada with them. Then we could enter a con- 
ference with England on reducing armies. As it 
is, we cannot engage in the give and take of nego- 
tiation because we have nothing to take, and less 
to give. So it’s not our business.’ , 

It was different when we called the naval con- 
ference. Then we were in a three cornered race 
for naval supremacy with Britain and Japan. We | 
had something to lose and something to gain by | 
a disarmament agreement, just as our principal | 
rivals had. The present situation offers no par=ilel. 
It is entirely a European concern and Europeans | 
must settle it to their own .Satisfaction.- We | 
stayed out of the league of nations just because 
we wanted to mind our own business. It’s a good 
thing to keep on doing.

HOT AIR FURNACE. . 

OT air heating has certain ad- 

vantages over heating by other 

measures. One reason for the 

method losing out in some com- 
Petitions with other methods has been 
the fact that the men in the industry 
did not know what the facts were. 
Another has been that some of the 
men in the induStry, not being well 
grounded in the science, or inthe art, 
nave built apparatus and used methods 
which brought the industry into disre- 
pute. 

To remedy these defects, the industry 
made an arrangement with the Uni- 
versity of Illinois to test out various 
methods of heating and to supply the 
manufacturers with the facts. The U'ni- 
versity of Illinois experiment station has 
been at work on these problems for 
nearly seven years. They have a house 
bui]t about Iike the type of isolated 
residence in which hot air heating is 
generally employed. They have made 
several reports.

The one issued in 1924 deals with such 
questions as the comparative efficiency 
of hard and soft coal, the advantages 
of different types of furnaces, of al! 
sorts of duct arrangements, of insula- 
tion of pipes, and heat losses from stacks 
and pipes. 

On the question of humidity, the fol- 
lowing are some of the findings of W1)- 
lard, Kratz, and Day—engineers in 
charge. 

Forty per cent’ relative humidity is the 
degree of air moistness ordinarily re- 
quired for comfort. To maintain 40 
humidity in a 10,000 cubic foot house, 
when the air-outside is at 5 above zero 
and average in humidity, will require 
the evaporationd of'.7-10 of a pound of 
water per hour... The ordinary water 
pan, set in the hot’ air. chamber of .a 
furnace, is 144 ynches square, and evap- 
orates 18 gallons of water in 24 hours. 
An ordinary crescent water pan is 202 
inches square ahd eVaporates 17 gallons. 
The regular water pan, set below the 
furnace level, ‘is $2 inches square and 
evaporates 5 galions: A house in which 
15,000 cubic feet of air circulates,’ in 
which the temperature:.is. Kept at 6% 
and the humidity at 40, will require 1.09 
gallons of water per hour, or 26 gallons 
a day, if ventilation is kept good an J 
the heat is kept up day and night.

The report calls attention “to the Jif- 
ficuity in evaporating sufficient water 
for adequate humidification by means of 
any practical system «of pans used in 
connection with a warm air furnace.” 
The use of pans in the upper part vt 


the furnace, supplemented by the use 
ef pans in the air ducts near the reg- 
isters should supply enough moisture. 
The investigation showed that water 
pans on hot water radiators were of 
practically no service. 

An investigation was made of window 
sweating. In rooms with single layer 
giass windows when the temperature 
was kept at 69 and humidity at 40, 
sweating started whenever the outside 
temperature dropped to 30 with a wind 
movement of 13 miles an hour. If there 
were storm windows or aGaouble. layer 
giass windows there was no window 
sweating when the temperature of the 
air outside fel] to minus 10. 

The investigation has not yet ¢éx- 
tended to gas leakage into the house 
carbon monoxide content of air, and 
other allied questions. 


Prof. A. E. Stewart of the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota makes the following 
among other claims for furnace heating. 

1. Proper humidification is more effec- 
tive, easier, and less expensive than 
with other heating. 

2. It is easier to heat quickly and for 
a brief period morning and night. 

3. Circulation of air in the house is 


4. Cold floors are not inevitable. 

5. The room temperatures can be main- 
tained on windy days. 

6. The cost is lower than that cf other 
heating except stove heat.

times with-the soles of my feet burning 
to such an extent as to be very uncom- 
fortable. Kindly tell me what the cause 
is and what the remedy?

If 
the shoes do not fit snugly atound the ankle, 
heel and instep, there is a good dea! of sliding 
of the foot in the shoe. - 

Foot strain and foot fatigue also cause the 
barning sensation. Mann and Folsom adviee 
frequent bathing in cold water to which a 
little household ammonia has been added. 
Such foot baths should be taken once or even 
twice daily. Cleansing baths of warm water 
and soap are to be taken less often.
